The 
market lost 26 to 34 points from the 
high. = 

in the earlier part of the day buyihg 
for long account was heavy, much of it 
apparently coming from outside 
sources. The market went up in the 
face of considerable profit-taking by 
buyers of the first part of the week, 
There was little short selling on the 
rise and spot people reported little 
increase in offerings of actual cotton 
from the interior. 

On the opening the tone was steady 
and prices were 5 to 10 points down. 
This initial decline was due to the fact

Ten Councilmen and Five 
Aldermen to Be Chosen, 
Polling Precincts 


The voters of Atlanta will on next 
Tuesday elect ten councilmen and five 
aldermen, 

While registration for the elections 
to council is the same as it was last 
Wednesday, when the revised charter 


‘was defeated, the vote over the city is 


expected to be heavier at Tuesday’s 
election. Interest in the elections has 
been increased by the announcement of 
Mayor James G.. Woodward that he 
would like very much to see certain 
gentlemen elected to council and others 
defeated. s 

In the First ward C. B. Alverson is 
opposing J. N. Renfroe for council. In 
the Second ward Alderman C. H, Kelly 
(elected by council) is an unopposed 
candidate for alderman to succeed John 
E. McClelland, who resigned some time 
ago. In this same ward Councilman C. 
D, Knight is a candidate to succeed 
himself, and has no opposition. 

Councilman Orville H. Hall, of the 
Third ward, is opposed for re-election by 
R. R. Jackson, attorney and former jus- 
tice of the peace, while Alderman James 
E. Warren is being. opposed for re-elec- 
tion by C. C. McDonald, a well-known 
grocer. 

A. D. Thomson, present _ councilman 
from the Fourth ward, is a candidate 
for alderman and is being opposed by 
Amos W. Brazelton, a former druggist. 
A. W. Farlinger and R. E. George are 
opposing candidates for council from 
that ward. 

There are no races in the Sixth and 
Seventh wards. In the former ward, 
Councilman Jesse M. Wood will succeed 
himself. S. L. Dallas is without oppo- 
sition for councilman from the Seventh 
ward, and Jesse W. Armistead will be 
elected alderman without opposition. 

In the Fifth ward Jesse B. Lee is 
opposing Dr. William Etheridge in the 
race for councilman. 

In the Highth ward Frank H. Reyn- 
olds will succeed Councilman Clarence 
Haverty without opposition. The race 
for alderman “from the Eighth ward is 
the hottest in the city. The candidates 
are John S. Owens, official of the Cen- 
tral Bank and Trust Corporation, and 
wealthy capitalist, and William A. Han- 
cock, a prominent brick manufacturer 
and formerly a member of eouncil. 

In the Ninth and Tenth yards Coun- 
cilmen Charles Whiteford Smith and 
Claude C. Mason will be re-elected with- 
out opposition. 

Mayor Woodward is supporting J. N. 
Renfroe, C. C. McDonald, R. R. Jack- 
son, A. W. Farlinger, Jesse B. Lee and 
W. A. Hancock. He has announced that 
he is especially anxious to see Messrs. 
Hall, Warren and Thomson defeated. 

While the mayor’s support has been 
given him, Mr. Hancock states that he 
is running as an independent candidate 
on his former record in council.

In the announcement of the commu- 
tation‘ of Dr. McNaughton’'s sentence 
from hanging to life imprisonment, 
Governor Slaton states fhat in his opin- 
ion the evidence shows the guilt of the 
physician, but that it was all of a more 
or less circumstantial nature, and that 
“expert testimony offered since the trial 
by physicians of high standing im- 
presses the fallibility of human judg- 
ment.” 

“Human life is sacred,” declares the 
governor. “Its protection is the high- 
est function of the law, and the gov- 
ernor, an officer sworn to enforce it, 
should remember its sacredness to the 
condemned criminal as well as to his 
victim.” 

The following brief resume of the 
record in the McNaughton case forms 
the preface to the governor's proclama- 
tion extending executive clemency: 

RESUME OF RECORD. 

“W. J. McNaughton was found gnilty 
of poisoning Fred Flanders, and at the 
October term, 1910, of Emanuel superior 
court, was sentenced to death. His mo- 
tion for new trial was overruled, and 
the judgment of the lower court was 
affirmed by the supreme court, one of 
the judges dissenting on the ground 
that the evidence was legally insuf- 
ficient. A writ of error to the supreme 
court of the United States was granted, 
but before the case could be reached, 
it was withdrawn. An extraordinary 
motion for new trial was made, was 
overruled, and by the supreme court 
was affirmed, the bench unanimously 
holding that the newly discovered evi- 
dence would not reasonably change the 
result, 

“The wife of Fred Flanders was 
jointly indicted with Dr. McNaughton, 
and application for executive clemency 
having been filed, Governor Brown deem-~ 
ed it wise that a respite be granted 
until the case of Mrs. Flanders be dis- 
ppsed of. An entry of nolle prosequf 
against her was entered at the August 
term, 1913, of Emanuel superior court 

“Upon consideration of the court 
record, additional evidence in the shape 
of affidavits and oral testimony, two 
members of the prison commissisn 
recommended a pardon, while the third 
recommends commutation to life im- 
prisonment. 

“The matter is now before me on the 
evidence presented to the prison com- 
mission, together with additional af- 
davits and oral testimony.”

“The law provides that in case of 
conviction of murder on circumstantial 
evidence, the judge in his discretion, 
may sentence to life imprisonment. The

‘impose the same penalty.’ Thus, while 

the evidence may exclude every reason- 

able hypothesis of innocence, neverthe- 

less, because of the possibility of error 

the life of the convict is saved. 
LIFE IS SACRED. 

“Human life is sacred. Its protection 
is the highest function of the law, and 
the governor, an_ officer sworn to en- 
force it, should rememonper its sacred- 
ness to the condemned criminal as well 
as to his victim. 

“I believe the evidence shows the guilt 
of Dr. McNaughton. Yet, the expert 
testimony offered since the trial by 
physicians of high standing impresses 
the fallibility of human judgment. 

“After a full consideration of this 
case from every aspect, after search for 
truth from every available source, I be- 
lieve it my duty to do what the judge 
and jury would likely have done in the 
light of the facts now before me. While 
I believe the evidence strong,. yet it is 
purely circumstantial. One justice of the 
supreme court dissented because of the 
insufficiency of the evidence. The entire 
prison commission recommended clem- 
ency, I believe it to be my duty to com- 
mute the sentence of death to life 
imprisonment, and it is so ordered.” 

DECISION MAILED. 

Governor Slaton’s commutation of the 
senetence of Dr. McNaughton has been 
mailed to the sheriff of Emanuel coun- 
ty, to which the physician belongs as a 
prisoner, although he is now and has 
been for many months confined in the 
Chatham county jail. 

Notice of the governor’s action will be 
transmitted to the state prison com- 
mission Monday morning and it is prob- 
able that by the middle of the week 
Dr. McNaughton will be taken from 
the Chatham county jail and attached 
to one of the county convict camps. 
Emanuel county will have first claim 
upon his services. In the event this 
county does not want him the commis- 
sion will allot him to some other coun- 
ty. ‘ 

It is more than likely that Dr. Me- 
Naughton will be assigned to the care 
of the sick at whatever camp he is sent 
rather than that he will be placed at 
hard labor on the roads. It is possible, 
but hardly probable, that he will be 


taken to the state prison farm near Mil- 
ledgeville.

NASHVILLE, Tenn, Sept. 27.—The 
turbulent extra session of the Ten- 


nessee general assembly ended late to- 
night with three of the so-called law 
enforcement bills still on the calendar 


of the house. These bills, designed to 
make less difficult the enforement of 
laws agairist the Hquor traffic, were the 
subject of story debate during several 
closing days of the session, and, by a 
filibuster conducted by “regular” Dem- 
ocrats, were prevented from coming to 
a vote of the house after they had 
been passed by the senate. 

The senate today defeated a proposed 
amendment to the refunding bill, the 
stipulation that state bonds should not 
be sold) below par being the feature 
chiefly opposed by the leaders. Both 
house and senate ‘passed a bill provid- 
ing for tne substitution of the electric 
chair for the gallows in the punishment 
of criminals condemned to death. 

Governor Hooper today sent a mes- 
sage to the house indicating his in- 
clination to call another extra session 
for the consideration of “law enforce- 
ment” bills alone. 

In contrast with the scenes on the 
floor of the -house at the first of this 
week, when charges of the presence of 
gunmen threatened a _ riot, tonight’s 
session was marked by jocular speech- 
making and singing.

The Importance of Planting Small 
Grain During the Fall of the Year 


(CONTINUED.) 
HERE is another beauty 
I about a man planting oats 
on his land. He is sure to 
improve it. Nearly all of our 
southern lands 
matter, 


need vegetable 
and oats leave a large 
amount of stubble and humous in 
the soil which leaves it open so 
it can take air and water, and by 
the use of acid phosphate or Ten- 
nessee phosphate rock used on 
this land that is so thoroughly 
filled with vegetable matter it 
makes available an unlimited 
amount of food for your growing 
crop that should follow afterward. 
By our taking gare of our lands in 
Planting oats, crimson clover, al- 
falfa and peas we are not only 
making our ground rich while we 
are growing these profitable crops, 
‘but we are fixing them so that 
they will make twice to four times 
as much cotton and corn per acre 
as we have been making in for- 
mer years. There are but few sec- 
tions of country that have the 
climate that will eaable them to 
grow an oat crop and then make 
another crop just as valuable on 
the same land. 

There is no reason why we 
should not have a big cereal tac- 
tory to manufacture oat flakes, 
pin head oat mea] and other oat 
products, the same as there is in 
the west. Because, with our long- 
er seasons we can grow an oat, 
either the Fulgum or the Ban- 
croft, that is an extra large, fax, 
heavy oat that will make a quai- 
ity of oat flake that I do not be- 
lieve could be made out of any 
western or even irrigated grown 
oat that would be anything tike 
the equal of the oats grown in this country. I have seen oats of these 
two varieties weigh forty pounds to the measured bushel, showing 
tbat they have the weight, are large in size and are invaluable. They 
are different by far from many of the small husky oats. that are now 
used for this purpose. A big cereal factory established somewhere 
in the south would be a big thing for this country. 6 

I have visited two parts of country this year that have built poo 
worn out $1 to $5 an acre land less than ten years ago to such a 
slage that this year these lands have produced from fifty to one hun- 
dred bushels of oats per acre, and these two parties have harvested 
this year close to 12,000 bushels of oats. And, the lands are now 
growing a magnificent crop of peas. At one of these places I saw 
more than 600 acres of peas growing. It has thoroughly convinced 
me that the possibilities of oat growing and feed production in this 
country will revolutionize our possibilities sooner or later, and fur- 
ther has convinced me that oat and pea growing is by far more prof- 
fuble than cotton or corn growing. It can be done in unlimited 
amounts and all done with machinery. It can be done in unlimited 
the southern farmer is sooner. or later going to be compelled to re- 
sort to handle our crops. 

With the encouragement and education of oat growing in the 
soulh sooner or later would soon stop some of the $37,000,000 going 
out of Georgia for food products. Furthermore it would increase 
the growing of hogs, cattle, horses, also poultry if more grain was 
raised in our country. It would be a big thing for the south to or- 
ganize oat and pea growing clubs over the country the same as has 
been done with the corn clubs. The corn clubs have served a great 
purpose. They have been started, are doing the work intended and 
wi continue to do so. Now something else that is just as badly 
neied should be taken up and pushed in the same manner, and noth- 
ig vill pay the country better than to encourage the alJfalfa club, 
4oat club, potato club and others on similar lines. It is surprising 
how much good work can be done by the agitating and organization of 
weh clubs. The corn club demonstration has proven that it is warttt 
yhile, and while many who have to spend time and money to do this 
work and never get revenue in return, yet there is a certain amount 
of this kind of work that people have to do. It is put on them, and' 
in a round about way it comes home sooner or later, and in time to 
wme many receive a reward for this work~that they are entitled to. 
lf it were not for the ambition, push and energy’ in men to do such 
work the entire country would soon stop, but hundreds are working 
nowacays for the benefit of the country as much if not more so than 
they are for the almighty dollar. While the dollar is the most valu- 
able asset and we canmot get along without it, still by the untiring 
efforts and work of many who are not directly benefited at once in 
dollars and cents for their efforts they are usually liberally rewarded 


our country as many are now doing. 

The hilly, red lands of Georgia, Alabama and South Carolina 
are ideal places for the growing of oats. They help preserve and keep 
much of this cover land from washing away, and it*is astonishing the 
food elements that are raked up in these old red hills that can so 
easily be made available and converted into wonderful yields of food 
when once planted in small grain, peas, clover-and alfalfa. And, by 
the use of acid phosphate which is the principal and most essential of 
all commercialefertilizers it unlocks and makes available with this 
vegetable matter food elements in these soils that have value that is 
unknown. 

The growing of more oats and grain of all kinds in the south, 
together with our monopoly of the cotton crop will eventually make 
our country one of the greatest sections on the globe. With the 
splendid seasons we uow have for doing this work every one should 
Set planted as many acres as pos- % 
sible in oats during October and‘ @.-~.—? 
November, and you will never regret . 
taking up this work.

AUSTIN & RAIT COTTON LETTER. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—-Cotton: Two 
items of news have tended to keep 
this market nervous and feverish all 
the week, i. e., damage from the re- 
cent heavy rains and storm, and the 
frequent “rumors” from Washington of 
the probability or improbability of the 
destructive Clark amendment to the 
tariff prevailing against future trans- 
actions in cotton, and of the two, il- 
logical as it is, the latter has been giv- 
en the most attention. The latest news 
as this is written is that there will be 
a nominal tax of 50 cents per 100 bales 
where delivery is not made by the orig- 
inal seller, 50 cents per 100 bales where 
delivery is made in conformity with 
nine restricted grades approved by the 
government with a settlement of cem- 
mereijal differences on delivery, and $50 
per 100 bales where delivery is made 
outside of these restricted grades, and 
the general feeling here ts that  tnis 
will not be destructive and consider- 
able hope is manifest that this will 
pass, and should it become law it will 
possibly extend to other commodities, 
ag there is no reason why cotton should. 
be singled out as a point of attack, and 
there is no question but what this will 
be an important revenue feature and 
offset the revenue heretofore derived 
from articles upon which the tariff is 
reduced. It certainly will show also 
that the attacks upon the cotton ex- 
changes of the country which have done 
so much to raise the .price of cotton 
in recent years, was entirely ill-advis- 
ed and undesired by the southern grow- 
ers, as well as world-wide spinners and 
cotton interests who require some mod- 
ern means of hedging and protecting 
themselves against commitments and 
contracts extending over a period of 
months and years. 

While it is somewhat previous to an- 
ticipate this favorable turn, yet we feel 
that upon its passage it will be the sig- 
nal for “another upturn in values, espe- 
cially following the destructive dam- 
age reports which have come from all 
parts of the belt just previous to the 
date upon which the final condition fig- 
ures are gathered, to be announced upon 
October 2, at noon, The condition fig- 
ures will undoubtedly be bullish, and 
the government methods of estimating 
the crop, the probable outturn will be 
estimated very small. 

Entirely apart from the possibility ot 
legislative matters, the conditions re- 
garding the future price of cotton are 
fairly evenly balanced at the moment, 
with the short crop in prospect and 
the spinning world unsettled by tariff 
adjustments at home and confronted by 
poor business prospects abroad on ac- 
count of the political upheavals there 
for the past several years. Trade re- 
ports from old world spinners reach- 
ing this market recently indicated very 
pessimistic possibilities for long-time 
contracts on account of the critical 
money position of some European coun- 
tries as the result of the Balkan war, 
but this should not be taken too serious- 
ly for the reason heretofore stated, that 
the world is bare of finished® goods, 
and when business conditions warrant 
replenishing, they must start their 
source of supplies from the raw arti- 
cle, which would allow Spinners to pay 
advanced prices for the raw article and 
resell profitably. There has been e«on- 
siderable discussion as to the proba- 
bility of a lowering of values during 
the period of the heaviest movement of 


the crop, but one writer opportunely 
quotes the advances in the years of 
1903, 1909 and 1910 as exceptions to 


this rule, and 1913 may vet be added. 
With any return to normal business 
eonditions, the present prospects will 
be competed for at advancing prices and 
we can only caution against buying on 
sharp advances at this season of year, 
but spinners who have missed the big 
advance to date will be attracted by 
any substantial concessions and prob- 
ably prevent any serious decline, and 
we still believe that cotton bought on 
such reactions will show good profits 
and look for higher prices. 

Cotton seed oil: With the completion 
of liquidation in September and Octo- 
ber options, refiners have appeared as 
final takers of September deliveries, 
with the probability of repetition in Oc- 
tober. There has been considerable 
crude pressure on these options at the 
high levels prevailing, but the strength 
that has spread to other options is in- 
spiring confidence in a general high 
level of values all the coming season. 
European demand is good, with cocoa- 
nut oil high, our own supply of animal 
fats insufficient, with a lowering of 
supplies this year, and we advise buy- 
ing on all reactions. 


NEW YORK COTTON LETTER. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—There was liquidation 
and short selling early because the average 
trader believed that a reaction was in order. 
Some of the prominent bulls had lost their cot- 
ton and were hoping for a decline to buy it 
back, but the bullish condition reports issued 
by Clement & Curtis and Turner, of Memphis, 
together with private wires from Texas and 
Oklahoma stating that continued rains were 
adding to the damage already sustained, brought 
about a better feeling and brokers closely iden- 
tified with spet interests became good buy- 
ers, followed by general wave of buying and 
there was very little cotton for sale up to the 
close when the bulls seemed to stop the advance 
by selling out some of their holdings.—Ander- 
son.

Cotton Made New High Record fo 
Season Amid Bullish 


Excitement 


WEEKLY REVIEW OF NEW jeullish Private Crop Report 


ORLEANS COTTON MARKET 


Values Are the Highest in Sev- 
eral Years—Closed at Net 
Gain of 25 to 35 Points 


(By Associated Press.) 

NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 27.—The price 
of cotton went to new high levels for 
the year this week, several options 
crossing the 14-cent mark. Values 
were the highest in several years. The 
market closed for the week at a net 
gain of 25 to 35 points. The high 
prices were made on Saturday and the 
low prices on Monday. At the highest 
the trading months were 57 to 60 points 
over last week's close; at the lowest 
they were 12 to 15 points under. The 
range was 70 to 74 points. The close 
would have been higher but for a sen- 
sational break right on the week-end on 
unfavorable rumors from Washington 
regarding legislation. 

The chief reason for the advance was 
the growing conviction that this crop, 
at its best, can be only of moderate 
size. The cold weather of the early 
Part of the week and the rains of the 
latter part stimulated buying 


to a 
great extent, as did also statistics of 
the week. The more favorable turn 


taken early in the week in congress in 
regard to legislation seeking toe control 
trading in cotton contracts was of the 
greatest assistance to the bulls, 
served to remove the fear that 
drastic legislation was about to 
passed and allowed a large volume of 
fresh. buying to enter the market. 

Bulls claimed that much crop dam- 
age was done during the week. Re- 
ports from the western belt, and par- 
ticularly Texas, where the damage was 
said to be heaviest, noted rotting of 
boss and sprouting of seed in the boli. 
Picking was delayed and much injury 
to grade resulted from the excessive 
precipitation. 

+osting of the weekly statistics was 
followed by increased buying, as they 
pointed to a demand for cotton that 
appeared to be out of proportion to the 
supply, or at least the supply claimed 
by the bulls. Exports for the season 
were put by Secretary Hester at 653,- 
671 bales, against 456,903 bales a year 
ago and 624,089 two years ago. Bulls 
called attention to the fact that exports 
two years ago were the largest on 
record at that date. 

In the spot department prices gained 
nine-sixteenths of a cent, middling clos- 
ing at 13 7-8c, against 13 5-léc last 
week and 11 7-l6c this week last year. 
Sales on the spot amounted to 4,025 
bales, against 4,282 last week and 2,715 
this week last year; sales to arrive 
amounted to 5,374 bales, against 3,211 
last week and 8,010 this week last year. 


NEW ORLEANS COTTON 
(By Associated 88.) 

NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 27.—Cotton futures 
opened steady at a decline of 5 to 10 points. 
Cables were not quite high envugh to meet the 
advance on this side yesterday and this fact 
stimulated considerable liquidation of long cot- 
ton on the call and immediately afterward, 
At the lowest, prices were 8 to 9 points down. 
This small decline brought in fresh buying 
orders in large volume and there was a sharp 
recovery of the initial loss, Gulls pointed that 
weather conditions were very unfayorable, be- 
cause of continued rains in the western belt 
and the forecast of more rain over Sunday. At 
the end of the first hour of business prices 
were 1 to 2 points over the close of yesterday. 

Many reports of ae damage came in dur- 
ing the morning from Texas, Oklahoma, Louis- 
jana and Arkansas. Heavy rains in north Lou- 
isiana were said to have caused much injury 
to crops in a section that has hitherto done 
well and which was relied upon to make up 
for boll weevil damage in other sections of the 
state. Bulls pointed out that in two days 
Shreveport had reecived 8.14 inches of rain and 
that Shreveport was in the center of an impor- 
tant cotton producing séction. Buying gradu- 
ally increased and by the middle of the morn- 
ing the market was showing both strength and 
activity. Prices took on a sharp rise which, 
in spite of much profit taking by satisfied buy- 
ers of the earlier part of the week was well 
maintained. At the highest of the morning the 
trading months were 13 to 16 points over yes- 
terday’s last quotations. 

Toward the close of the session the market 
broke in a sensational manner on the uncon- 
firmed report that there would be introduced 
in congress a measure similar to the Clarke 
amendment to the tariff bill. The trading 
months lost 26 to 34 points from the highest, 
The market was almost demoralized on the 
elose which was quoted irregular at a net de- 
cline for the day of 19 to 22 points.

With the baseball season of 1913 
néaring an end, it is definitely settled 
that the Philadelphia Athletics, of the 
American league, and the New York 
Giants, of the National league, will 
meet in the world’s series. Every fan 
in this great country of ours is puz- 
zling his brains trying to choose the 
winner; the sporting editors are re- 
sorting to figures to compare the rela- 
tive strength of the teams, individually 
and collectively; pages of ‘“‘dope” will 
be filled and presented to the public be- 
fore the umpire starts the first game 
of the coming series. 

Before delving into this great prob- 
lem let me. predict that this will be one 
of the greatest series ever played and 
that the attendance will probably be 
greater than ever before. The battles 
will be staged in two of the largest 
cities and situated close together in two 
of the largest and finest ball parks in 
the world. But the big attraction will 
be that the two teams appear so evenly 
matched that I believe it will be a toss- 
up which will win. 

As a matter of fact, I believe the 
relative strength of the Athletics and 
Giants, when they face each other for 
the first game, will be more nearly 
equal than that of any contenders for 
this great honor who have crossed hats 
since the beginning of these baseball 
tlassics. 

FIGURES DON’T TELL. MUCH. 

Figures*don’t tell us very much about 
the contesting clubs this year. Atleast, 
I. believe that for the most part figures 
will have to be eliminated from our at- 
tempt to analyze the possibilities of the 
coming struggles. 

At this time, the contenders have 
pretty near the same average in their 
respective leagues, the Giants having 
the best of it b yabout twenty points. 
That means both clubs have found the 
opposition from the other seven in their 
organization about equally strong. The 
result is that neither team has run 
away, with the pennant. 

It has been the usual case for one of 
the pennant-winners to capture the flag 
rather easily, coming down the home 
stretch at such a neat pace that they 
showed more strength than the cham- 
pions in the rival league. But this year, 
as all the fans will see, things are more 
equal, though the Giants have been 
traveling at a better pace than the Ath- 
letics in the last month. ‘ 

The Giants’ pitchers are performing 
like pennant winning hurlers should and 
look dangerous for this year’s series. On 
the other hand, the Athletics have been 
stumbling along, not showing the 
strength that they did in the campaigns 
of, 1910 and 1911. : 

Manager Mack will have a great prob- 
lem in. picking the probable pitching 
winners for the big games next week. 

Manager McGraw’s task may be far 
easier, for he will have Mathewson, 
Marquard, Tesreau and Demaree to Se- 
lect from.

The Athletics’ general will call upon 
Chief Bender, Plank, Shawkey and Bush, 
Brown or Houck. To my way of think- 
ing, Brown would be a mighty good bet 
in this important series if his control 
was good, as I think he is a very ef- 
fective pitcher. Shawkey, can be relied 
on to twirl a jam-up game. Bush has 
shown decided improvement and I be- 
lieve, from experience, might make 
trouble for New York if started. 

Ofcourse, the Athletics have switch- 
ed pitchers frequently in games play- 
ed this year and the judgment showed 
in the managerial moves has been good. 
in the world’s series, however, it seems 
unlikely that either manager will depend 
upon such tactics. He will start the 
man he thinks best fitted to go through 
to the finish and win. 

Young Pennock, I imagine, would be 

ack's best telief twirler, though of 
course, Bush, Houck and Brown will 
be available for those roles if they do 
not start games. McGraw has Fromme, 
Crandall and. Wiltse, but he has such 
a wealth of good material in his first 
big four—Matty, Marquard, Tesreau and 
Demaree—that I don’t believe he will re- 
sort te his second-string pitchers, using 
instead as relief flingers, in case of ne- 
cessity, the best he has. 

The pitching situation has been sized 
up in a general way only to lead us to 
the critical part of this article. You 
all know how important good flinging 
ps in a short series of games when so 
much is at stake. Considering the 
|strength of both staffs, McGraw has 
\the better looking proposition, with bet- 
iter relief men. Don’t misunderstand 
i that statement to mean that the victory 
‘is conceded to the Giants. I'll explain: 
| BENDER VS. MARQUARD. 

I make the prediction that Bender, 
‘for the Athletics, and Marquard, for 

the Giants, will be on the mound in the 
‘opening game. And if Marquard is 
|New York’s pitcher, I believ Ira Thomas 
| will be Mack’s catcher. Meyers will 
| receive behind the plate for McGraw. 

Much depends on that first game— 
more than many would think. 

All reports are that Bender is in 
great shape. If he-is in his old-time 
form, and has the strength to so 
through, he ought to be a mighty 
hard man to beat. But, if the Chief

think it will decide the series in fa- 
vor of New York. If he should win, 
the Athletics have a good chance to 
be returned the winners. 

If New York should win the opening 
engagement, all Manager Mack’s’  de- 
fensive plans would go up in the smoke 
of the battle.

CATCHING WON’T FIGURE MUCH. 

The catchirg is always an asset in 
the baseball classic, but outside of 
general headwork, the men of the mask 
will undoubtedly not figure to any great 
extent in a short series like this. The 
base runners won’t be sprinting wild on 
the paths until their team has _ the 
game already won. When there are 
only seven games to be played, a man 
on base is a valuable asset and he will 
not take any chances trying to snare 
an extra sack by stealing—that is, it 
has not been done much in world’s 
series of the past where just straight 
baseball has been played for the most 
part, 

Of course we may have a lot of base 
running, more than was ever known 
before in any one series, for with the

the managers may resort to desperate 
tactics to try to win. But it will like- 
ly be done after the game has been de- 
cided one way or the other by other 
cffensive plays. 

The Giants have the advantage in 
the catching department. They have a 
more formidable array of backstops in 
Meyers, McLean and Wilson. White 
Thomas will no doubt be in good condi- 
tion for the coming series, I don’t be- 
lieve the Athletics’ backstops will per- 
form up to the standard of the Giants’ 
maskmen. Schang, if he were more 
seasoned, would probably display some 
good work, he being a good hitter and 
a fast man on the bases, : 

MACK INFIELD IS BEST. 

Camparison of the two infields shows 
that the Athletics have it on the Giants 
so far that it is useless to waste much 
time discussing that phase of the se- 
ries. In hittting and fielding ability, 
Mack’s quartet is superior. I think 
from what I saw of McInnis, Collins, 
Barry and Baker in our recent series 
with the Athletics that they, are field- 
ing tar better and snappier than at any 
time during the years they have been 
playing together. If they play the 
article of ball against the New Yorkers 
that they did against the Detroit club 
when we were last in Philadelphia, you 
will see some startling all-round work. 

The Giants’ infield has changed a lot 
this summer, they having suffered 
from many accidents. They play fairly 
well together, but not near up to the 
standard of the Athletics. Doyle, their 
real hitter, has, slumped and is not 
even batting .300. So if the Mack 
pitchers come near being in form I 
don’t think the New York infield will 
do much damage. 

MeGraw’s outfield, on the other hand, 
will need strict attention, for that 
young man Burns seems to be a big 
improvement over Jevore, and if he 
lives up to his record for all season, 
he will do surprising things to the Ath- 
Jetiis. Murray, it is safe to predict, 
will not be humiliated as he was in 
1911, when he did not make a safe hit 
in the entire series, and I look for jam- 
up work from’ this scrappy right field- 
er. Snodgrass, if he has luck, may 
jatone for Ris misfortune of the 1912 
series. 

Therefore, in comparing the outfields, 
if Oldring and Strunk begin the battle 
in good condition, which I hear they 
will, there is not much to choose be- 
tween Philadelphia and New York in 
that respect. Mack would seem to be 
better fortified with substitutes, for he 
has Oldring, Danny Murphy and Walsh, 
ail right-handed batsmen, and Strunk, 
Eddie Murphy and Daley, who bat from 
the left side, giving him material to in- 
ject into the games according to Mc- 
Graw’s pitching starts or shift. 


ATHELETICS WHANG THE BALL 


That brings us downto the hitting 
strength of the two teams, 


great asset, and that is to whang the 
ball—whang will not be found in the 
dictionary, I imagine, but it is an ex- 
pressive word, and thoroughly covers 
that slamming that has won so many 
games for the Mackmen.

If their pitchers 
should happen to fall down and not 
deliver as they did during the season, 
er if that season’s stride would not be 
good enough to withstand the five or 
six .260 hitters of the Philadelphians, 
then the Athletics would have an easy 
time slugging their way to the world’s 
championship. It is just such points 

that make important series interesting 
and baffle the man who tries to select 
the winner.

GIANTS SCORE FEW RUNS. 

During the last two or three weeks, 
Mathewson, Marquard and Tesreau have 
lost games because the Giants could 
not score for them. One or two runs 
in « number of instances was the mar- 
gin which gave opponents of McGraw’'s 
club the victory. The pitchers have 
held the opposition down all that could 
be expected, but the New Yorkers could 
not register at the plate. 

New York has shown more even 
strength than the Athletics in the trend 
of the race. 
tember 21, had lost as few as four 
‘games to one team and as many as 
eight to another, ‘their average against 
each team being very strong. They 
have won as few as ten games from 
one of their rivals and as many as six- 
teen. This makes a very strong show- 
ing and shows conclusively that New 
l¥ork ha$ been playing ball every day 
the whole year and that weakness 
hasn't cropped up for any length of 
time for this season of 1913. 

On the other hand, the Athletics have 
trounced New York sixteen times and 
their lowest average wus against Bos- 
ton, having beaten them only ten times 
up to last Wednesday. Chicago, a fifth 
place club, triumphed over the Athletics 
on eleven occasions and the margin of 
losses by the Athletics was wide as 
the minimum and maximum is three and 
eleven, showing quite a range of form. 

The Athletics have one great thing in 
their favor and that is that they can 
put seven men who have played regu- 
larly and can be termed regular play- 
ers, including the pitcher and catcher, 
that bat right-handed against any left- 
handed pitcher that New York puts in. 
The two left-handed hitters are Baker 
and Collins and neither is weak against 
off-side pitching.

Summing it all up, I want to reiter- 
ate the statement that the contending 
clubs appear well matched. I believe, 
though, that if the Giants win the first 
game, they will win the series much 
easier than will the Athletica if they 
capture the opening engagement. 

I believe that Marquard and Demaree 
will be the most effective pitchers in 
the series, Oi course, Mathewson has 
always given the lie to those who pre- 
dicted his downfall and I will not pre- 
dict it in this series. But I believe the 
style of Marquard and Demaree will be 
more successful than Matty’s. Tesreau 
is liable to run-into trouble against the 
Athletics. 

This whole series will not be a ques- 
tion of base running and tactics so 
much, excepting, of course, the selection 
of the pitchers. It will be just a case 
of pitching and batting. If the Mack 
twirlers can hold New York dowr just 
fairly well, I believe the Athletics’ bats- 
men will bang out enough runs to win 
for them.

Players Ask 
New Rulings 


DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 27._-Members 
of the Detroit American league baseball, 
club here confirmed a report that the 
Baseball Players’ fraternity has drafted 
a series of demands which are to be 
Presented to the owners of major 
league baseball clubs during the winter 
for their approval, after which they will 
be submitted to the national commis 
sion with the request that they be 
made part of the laws governing or- 
ganized baseball. It was said that al- 


ready 65 per cent of the members of 
the Players’ fraternity have indorsed 
the proposition. 

Four important demands are under 
consideration, it is understood. They 
are: 


No player who has been a member 
of a major league club for ten years 
shall be given other than his uncondi- 
tional release. 

No player who has been a member of 
a major and minor league club, inclusive 
for twelve years, shall be given other 
than his unconditional release. 

No player who has been carried on a 
major league club’s pay roll until July 
shall be released to the minors unless 
waivers are secured from the sixteen 
clubs of the American and National 
leagues. 

A major league club owner shall be 
prohibited from carrying a player who 
has an opportunity to play on another 
major league club until the late months 
of the season, thus taking advantage 
of the time when the teams are carry- 
ing many recruits to send the player 
in question to the minors. 

Many major league ball players are 
reported to be willing to agree to re- 
fuse to sign future contracts unless the 
demands of the fraternity are accepted.

'Hurlers Hurt 


By Catchers' 


Often a Catcher Will Make 
Pitcher Change Delivery and 
Ruin Him 


PITTSBURG, Pa, Sept. 27-—-Many a 
young spitball pitcher has been ruined, 
or nearly ruined, because a catcher tries 
to make him change his delivery. 

Some catchers are either too lazy to 
back up a spitball or are afraid of the 
fast-breaking shoots, so they keep sig- 
naling for curves or straight balls until 
the twirler loses control of what he al- 
ready possesses. 

Of course this refers to recruit twirl- 


ers. Older heads wouldn't take that 
kind of stuff from the incompetent 
)backstop. 


The hardship can easily be seen when 
the same catcher works with the pitch- 
er practically every game he works. 
After throwing curve after curve and 
not using the spitball it isn’t long before 
hie arm begins to go back on him, espe- 
eially so when he isn’t a regular curve 
ball worker. 

In addition to this, if the pitcher 
makes any complaint, the catcher 
spreads the report that the kid's hitter 
isn't worth a hang and doesn’t break 
enough to baffle the batter, so he says 
he has to keep calling for the curve. 
This is why he meets the objections of 
the recruit. It is generally a catcher 
who is afraid of his own job and hasn't 
enough principle to get out and hustle. 

It must be discouraging to the 
youngster who believes in his.own abil- 
ity to throw the spitter and realize he 
is a goner if he tries anything else.

‘“‘Man Failure.’’ 


In its report on the causes of the Fecent New 
Haven railway wreck, the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission fixes chief responsibility on men, high and 
‘ low, who shirked or slurred their duty. Obsolete 
signals and flimsy wooden cars played a deadly part 
in the disaster; but behind these defects in equip- 
ment, the Commission declares, lay the far more in- 
sidious defects of operatives and officials. It was a 
case of “man failure,” beginning among the direc- 
tors and officers of the road and reaching, as a 
natural sequence, to those of lower rank. 
The direct cause of the accident, states the re- 
U port, was the failure of the flagman properly to pro- 
tect his train, the failure of the engineman to ob- 
serve speed regulations and the failure of the con- 
ductor to see that his train was duly safeguarded. 
But failure in duty did not end with these employes; 
it extended to the heads of authority and adminis- 
tration. Negligence among the trainmen was the 
inevitable legacy of a directorate that ignored the 
claims of safety and life. So ingrossed were they in 
adventures of high finance, that the controllers of 
the New Haven forgot their simplest duty to the 
public. Time and again they had been warned that 
the road’s signal system Was inadequate and that 
wooden cars were a menace. But they gave no heed 
either to State or federal admonitions. They would 
| pass perfunctory resolutions and issue perfunctory 
orders, but they took no pains to see to it that the 
orders were executed. 


“Dereliction of duty by those who are charged 

with the making and the enforcement of safety 

regulations,” says the Commission's report, “can- 

not fail to weaken respect for all rules and to 

' render nugatory to a large extent all efforts to 

| maintain effective discipline, Rules that are not 
intended to be enforced have no proper place in 
a railway company's code of regulations, and 
when the operating officers of a railroad permit 
rules which have been established to be violated 
with impunity, they cannot reasonably e®pect to 
escape responsibility for the consequences of such 
violations.” 

Back of the antiquated signal system, the flimsy 
cars and the outworn equipment, back of the care- 
lessness of flagman, engineman and conductor, lay 
the crimial indifference of the financiers who shaped 
the New Haven’'s policy and whose reckless quest of 
monopoly and personal gain demoralized the system 
in all its workings, It was their failure to measure 
up to the obligations of a public service institution 
that made possible the circumstances of this appall- 
ing wreck; and it .s upon their heads that the dread 
toll of suffering an’ death must morally rest. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission has ren- 
dered a great national service in undertaking and 
carrying out its investigation of this wreck with such 
vigor and completeness; and especially seasonable in 
its action in centering responsibility upon men. Too 
tong have the faults and wrongdoings of powerful 
corporations been treated as impersonal. Too often 
have mere things and systems been blamed while 
guilty individuals have been overlooked. The time 
has come when in all such cases the hand behind the 
deadly instrument must be called to account and pun- 
ished. Men charged with directing the affairs of 
great organizations that touch the public’s vital in- 
terests must be made to understand that they, as the 
soul of the organization, owe the public duties which 
they dare not neglect. 

The Commission's report on this wreck is to be 
commended to the earnest reflectfon of railroads and 
railroad officials and employes throughout the United 
States. It pulses with a far-reaching message, it is 
eloquent with a profound practical truth, the truth 
that “man failure” underlies disasters like those 
which have blackened the New Haven’s record; and, 
if its plain words are heeded, this country will enjoy 
greater safety in railway travel ana greater pros- 
perity im true railway interests. 
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Moral suasion doesn’t seem to be very effective 
as far as the Balkans are concerned.

This prudent course will be welcomed the country 
over, but nowhere so heartily as in the South, whose 
agricultural as well as commercial interests were 
gravely menaced. The mischievous Clarke amend- 
ment would be a heavy, blow to the cotton merchant, 
but its ultimate and most grievous effect would fall 
upon the cotton farmer, It would inevitably lead to 
a reduction of the price paid the producer, for, if 
buyers were deprive. of the safeguard which the fu- 
ture contract provides against a continually fluc- 
tuating market, they would naturally shift the burden 


of their risks to the farmer himself and would dis-_ 


count the price he leretofore has received. It is 
noteworthy in this connection that last Friday cotton 
advanced thirty-eight points over the preceding day 
as a direct result of the announcement from Wash- 
ington that the prohibitive tax would probably be dis- 
carded; had the announcement been otherwise, the 
effect would doubtless have been just the contrary. 

A cotton-futures tax has no rightful place in the 
tariff bill; indeed the consequences of such a tax 
as the Clarke amendment proposes would be at vari- 
ance with the entire purpose and spirit of tariff re- 
form.

The committee’s 
enlightened action in this regard bodes well for art 
interests and particularly for education in 
America.

The Farmer’s Opportunity 
In Raising Beeé Cattle. 


If every farmer would raise at least two beef 
steers a year, thinks the American Packers’ Associa- 
tion, the scarcity and high priees of beef would soon 
be relieved. Certain it is that a wider and keener 
appreciation of the importance of live-stock produc- 
tion as a part of agricultural interests would go far 
toward solving this serious problem. 

It is not necessary to abandon such crops as 
cotton or corn in order to raise cattle on a success- 
ful and profitable basis. On the contrary, due atten- 
tion to live stock will round out and upbuild the 
interests of every farm. It will at least make the 
farmer more independent and it will add to the’ na- 
tional store of food. The day of cattle raising on 
immense ranches such as once throve in the west 
seems fast vanishing, Needs that once were supplied 
from a few great centers must hereafter be supplied 
from a large number of individual sources. 


The average farmer will thus have a keener 


incentive and a richer opportunity in this particular 
field. Unlike the ranchmen who were compelled to 
deal with powerful syndicates, he will deal directly 
with the buyers of his own territory. He will not be 
forced to accept trust-made prices. His profits will 
be subject to normal laws of trade and will ac- 
cordingly be fair. 

Packers say that despite higher prices for live 
stock of all kinds, the farmers have not only not in- 
creased their production of meat-food animals, but 
that “such production has decreased at an appall- 
ing rate.” This condition of affairs vitally concerns 
the entire public but it particularly concerns the 
farmer. It shows that the full opportunities of agri- 
culture are not being utilized. Every farm can and 
should produce its due quota of cattle; and when 


this done, we shall have better farms and a lower 
cost of living.

Bright Prospects For 
Prompt Currency Reform 


Senator Hoke Smith's interesting comment on the 
banking and currency bill gives assurance that the 
progress and passage of this important measure in 
the upper House will not be unduly delayed. Its un- 
derlying principles, the Senator believes, “will receive 
the support of the majority of the: members of the 
Senate committee;” and he adds, “I feel sure that 
without regard to party politics, Democratic and Re- 
publican senators will join in an earnest effort to aid 
those who prepared the bill in improving it as much 
as possible, and then in passing it.” 

So vital and voluminous a measure naturally re- 
quires the closest attention. In some respects it will 
probably be revised and improved just as was the 
tariff bill, which will be a much better measure as it 
finally passes than when it came from the House. 
But the fundamental ideas of the banking and cur- 
rency bill, notably that of government instead of pri- 
vate control of monetary resources, will undoubtedly 
‘stand.- 

Senator Smith’s belief that in the end thoughtful 
Republicans will join with the Democrats in putting 
such legislation through is well founded. All inter- 
ests and all parties feel the urgent need of banking 
and currency reform. This issue is national rather 
than partisan, and in that spirit it should be settled.

Shakespeare’s Daughters 
Were Not Illiterate 


T is strange that almost all biographers of Shakes- 
peare dismiss his daughters, Susannah and Judith, 
as being illiterate and incapable of writing their 

own names. It comes as a shock to the modern mind 
that neither Shakespeare's mother, Mary Arden, nor 
his wife, Ann Hathaway, was capable of writing her 
name to a legal document. : 

In the case of Ann Hathaway there might be some 
excuse, but that Mary Arden, daughter of a distin- 

_ guished family, could not write her name is most sur- 
prising. However, Andrew Lang in his posthumous 
work, “Shakespeare,~Bacon and the Great Unknown,” 
points out that the daughters of several distinguished 
men of the time were equally incapable. 

‘There is much doubt, however, that this “can be 
sai of Sakespeare’s daughters, Susannah and Judith. 
While there is no doubt whatever as to Sasannah’s 
ability to write, there is some as to Judith’s. ..ere 
are in the Birthplace museum of Stratford excellent 
signatures of Susannah, which prove that she would 
write with facility. : * 

Were it a fact that these two daughters of the 
Bard of Avon were the illiterate girls that they are so 
often pictured, it is rather surprising that each should 
hrve married a man of learning and distinction. 

When Susannah Shakespeare was twenty-four years 
old, in June, 1607, she married Dr. John Hall, a dis- 
tinguished physician; then residing at Stratford. Dr. 
Hait was one of the most eminent men of the time in 
his profession. He was a writer on medical subjects 
and practiced as a physician in the noblemen’s houses 
in the neighborhood. Dr. Hall not only built up an ex- 
tensive practice, but was elected burgess of the town, 
and in 1638 became the vicar’s church warden. 

When Dr. Hall sied in 1635 his skill as a physician 
was fittingly recog.ized at his burial. That he was @ 
man of distinction and good family is proved by tue 
coat-of-arms on his grave in the chancel of Trinity 
church. In his will he left his “study books” as well 
as his manuscripts to his son-in-law, Thomas Nash. 

Now it seems incomprehensible that a man of Dr. 
Hall’s distinction would have married the illiterate 
daughter of a strolling player, as some writers would 
have us believe. ~That Mrs. Hall was a woman of 
some standing in the egmmunity is proved by the fact 
that in 1642 Henrietta Marie, queen of Charles I, stayed 
three days with Mrs. Hall at New Place. When she 
died on July 11, 1649, she was buried in Stratford, and 
the following lines appear above her grave: 


Witty above her Sexe, but that’s not all, 

Wise to Salvation was good Mistress Hall, 
Something of Shakespeare was in that, but this 
Wholly of him with whom she’s now in blisse, ! 
Then, passenger, ha’st ne’er c teare 

To weepe with her that wept with all? 

That swept, yet set herself to chere 

Them up with comforts cordiall. 

Her love shall live, her mercy spread, 

When thou hast ne’er a teare to shed: 


Of what we know of Judith Shakespeare we have 
good reason to believe that she was equally capable 
and a brilliant woman. Judith, in 1616, when thirty- 
one years old, married Thomas Quiney, a vintner of 
Stratford. Thomas Quiney’s father was an old friend 
of Shakespeare. 

That Thomas Quiney was a man of some distinc- 
tion in his town is proved by the fact that he acted as 
counselor from 1617 to 1623, and became chamberlain 
in the latter year. The Quineys lived in a house on 
bridge street, called the Cage, which is still standing. 
The only letter to William Shakespeare extant was 
written by the father to his son-in-law. This letter 
can be seen in the library at New Place. 

Judith lived to be seventy-six years old and sur- 
vived her husband, her children and all near relations. 
She died in 1661 and was buried in Trinity church. 

The last of Shakespeare’s descendants was Elizabeth 
Hall, the only chiud of Susannah and Dr. Hall. She 
was born on February 21, 1608, and died in her sixty- 
fourth year, in 1672, 

These facts prove conclusively that Shakespeare's 
daughters were far from being the illiterates that 
many have supposed.—Julia Marlowe in the New York 
* Sun.

The state board of eek 9 lays 
gown ten rules or suggestions relative 
19 cotton seed selection. The seed 
gwuld be selected from the strongest 
snd pardiest plants, such as are free 
wom diseases and have the greatest 
jercontaze of fruit properly located. 
yore specifically, the selection “should 
be made, * State Entomologist E. 
Lee Worsham, with reference to resist- 
ance 10 black root or wilt disease; re- 
gstance to root knot and anthracnose; 
fruitfulnes: and earliness; percentage 
of lint; type of plant and distribution 
f fruit on the plant. 

in selecting for resistance to black 
moot or wilt disease the plant should 
be chosen from that section of the field 
where the ordinary cotton suffered 
greatest damage Here, however, the 
gelection should be made of the hardi- 
et and most resistant plants. 

WATCH OUT FOR ROOT KNOT. 

Care should also be taken to select 
tose plants which are resistant to root 
knot or nematode worms, 

Another thing to be avoided in the 
glection of the seed is anthracnose. 
At present the best way to control this 
disease is by rotation of crops and by 
the use of resistant varieties through 
eareful seed selection. 

yruitfulness should be carefully con- 
gidered in seed selection. 

GET EARLY VARIETIES. 

Garliness is another important point 
in selection especially in southwest 
Georgia, where it will be necessary 
next year to meet the invasion of the 
cotton boll weevil. 


The department advises that no stalk 


should be selected which yields less 
than 38 1-3 per cent of lint. - The only 
gatisfactory method of determining the 
quality of lint yielded by a stalk is to 
gin each stalk separately with a hand 
gin. The state board of entomology 


owns a small gin operated by electricity, 
and will take great pleasure in ginning, 
free of charge, Small quantities of seed 
that has been carefully selected. The 
geed cotton can be sent by parcel post 


and the seed will be properly labeled 
and returned 

Care should be taken also as to the 
type of plant chosen. The. best stalks 


to select are those having long fruiting 
limbs close to the ground, and with 
joints close together. Where a field 
is to be used particularly for the se- 
lection of seed, the diseased and stunt- 
ei stalks should be cut out about July 
lor August 1, to prevent crossing with 
the producing plants. 
CARE IN GINNING. 

The cotton selected for seed should 


be ginned on a hand gin, if possible. 
This does away with danger of adulter- 
ation or mixture with diseased seed, If 


the cotton is ginned on a public gin, all 
of the seed should be removed from the 


breast of the gin and other parts before 
the cotton is run through, and the seed

“It was a recognition of this funda- 
mental principle that led the Atlanta 
chamber of commerce to conceive the

“Right now, when all our heralds are

IS NO EXPERIMENT. 

“This is no experiment. Many states 
are reaping. rich rewards from the work 
of their state chambers of commerce, 

“The fact is that the people of Geor- 
gia by working together with organized 
method, can accomplish untold good on 
behalf of our commercial, agricultural, 
industrial, financial, educational, civic 
and health interests—in short, for every 
interest that tends to the happiness and 
betterment of our people. 

“The scope of a chamber of commerce 
goes beyond that of a board of trade. 
It includes within its activities every 
subject that looks to the upbuilding of 
the country, and the creating of a bet- 
ter class of citizenry. Such subjects as 
milk supply, pure water, sanitation, hy- 
giene, prevention of diseases are as 
much within the province of a chamber 
of commerce as industrial and commer- 
cial development. 

“Co-operation is the first step. We 
must get together first. Next comes the 
financing of the proposition. Then wide- 
spread and proper publicity. The or- 
ganization, to succeed, shall be built 
upon a foundation of confidence.

INTEREST THE RAILROADS. 

“First, we must seek the friendly in- 
terest of the railroads. Let them feel 
that the organization will work with 
them in the development of the coun- 
try through which they pass. The rail- 
roads operating in this section, are do- 
ing a good work in quiet way. Many 
of them have established industrial bu- 
reaus; they have educational trains. 

“It stands to reason that through a 
thoroughly systematized, well organized 
state chamber of commerce we can ob- 
tain the active assistance and co-opera- 
tion of the railroads. I am convinced 
that they will work in connection with 
us, and will give aid in advertising the 
opportunities and advantages of the sec- 
tions throuch which they pass. It will 
be to their interest to attract.a desir- 
able class of settlers, especially from 
farms in the west and northwest, to 
their respective territories. 

“However, we must not rely entirely 
upon the railroads to place the advan- 
tages of our state before the people 
of the world. The land owner, the man- 
ufacturer, the banker, the merchant, 
must work through organized commer- 
cial bodies. A large number of such 
bodies have already been established in 
the various cities and towns. Many of 
them are small, inactive organizations. 
With the co-operative influence of some 
centralized, organized, well systematized 
state organization, all of these can, in 
my opinion, become live, progressive 
trade bodies. With the assistance of 
those already in existence, working 
through the state chamber, many more 
local organizations can be brought into 
existence. 

“The first bodies may be slow at get- 
ting to work-—but their pride in show- 
ing still newer organizations what they 
can do will bear fruit in better records 
for themselves, till in due course the 
whole group will be operating like a 
series of cog wheels of diverse diamters 
—the rapid ones moving the slower and 
these in turn the yet slower ones, till 
the speeding up of any of the series 
quickens the revolutions of all. 

THE COUNTY CHAMBER. 

“Especially do I advocate the plan of 
the county chamber of commerce. 

“One of the greatest advantages to 
the various local organizations would 
be the bringing into existence of the 
lyceum system of illustrated lectures 
and addresses, planned upon the circuit 
system. These would not only be edu- 
cational, but they would serve to keep 
alive a civic consciousness. 

“We should arouse the people, es- 
pecially the youth of the land, to the 
possibilities offered them in this south- 
ern territory. We should encourage the 
study of the great advance of the south 
for the past thirty years, and of its un- 
limited possibilities. 

“We should all become so imbued with 
the charm of this southland of ours 
that we would radiate that charm to 
every passerby. We should catch the 
spirit of Thomas Nelson Page’s wonder- 
ful description of our southland, fresh 
with the beauty of youth, situated at 
the pleaasnt mean between the two ex- 
tremes of heat and cold, possessing a 
climate, which, throughout the year, ad- 
mits of the only proper life—life in the 
open—with ‘the sunshine as sparkling 
and skies as blue as. Italy’s, it presents 
to those who wish them, political, com- 
mercial, scientific or social life; and 
soon it will offer artistic and literary 
life second te none in the world, and 
that may possibly in no long time be 
equal to tuat of any in the whole 
world.

VAST IMPROVEMENT 


Dealer Tells of Development 
Industry Has Experienced 
in Recent Years 


It looked like a picnic lunch at the 
H. L. Singer company last Thursday. 
Opened cans of fruits and vegetable 
lined the office in tempting array. De- 
licious, indeed were the products to the 
taste but it wasn’t a picnic affair, how- 
ever. The occasion was the arrival of 
three car loads of Gold Bar canned 
fruits and five cars of Sweet Violet can- 
ned vegetables, and the open packages 
were samples of the new goods. 

So perfectly were the products that 
they moved H. L. Singer to a discussion 
of the vast improvement that has been 
wrought in the canned goods industry 
in the United States in the last five or 
six years. ‘ 

“Tt was only a few years ago,” said 
her “that it was impossible to obtain 
high quality canned vegetables of do- 
mestic pack. Take peas for instance. 
The canned variety on the market then 
was very inferior. The-peas were of all 
sizes and hence in the cooking some 
came out tender and some tough. The 
only canned peas of really high quality 
that could then be had were imported 
from. France. But now all this is 
changed and the pack of domestic manu~ 
facturers even surpassed the imported 
goods and is sold at a less price. In 
fact twice the quantity can be had for 
the same money. The American goods 
are now of more uniform size more ten- 
der ‘and of fine flavor than the im- 
ported brands. . 

“Only a short time ago the canned 
vegetable line was confined chiefly .to 
corn and tomatoes, here today almost 
every known fruit and vegetable are to 
be had in cans. You can get such un- 
usual products as canned spinach, sweet 
potatoes, squash, pumpkins and beets. 

“Packers have installed the most 
modern machinery for every step of the 
canning operation. Great care is used 
in selecting, assorting and growing the 
fruits and vegetables so that they will 
be of uniform size and will therefore 
cook even and smoothly. Practically 
all the packers now use the modern sanl- 
tary can which has no solder on the in- 
side at all, the top being fastened on 
by compression and for such vegetables 
as require it, as for instance beets and 
spinachenameled cans are used. The 
old fear of getting poisoned from eating 
canned products has vanished because 
the precautions now taken renders 
poisoning impossihle. 

Another thing that distinguishes the 
evolution of the canning industry is 
the higher class of the fruits and vege- 
tables used. Time was, and not so long 
ago, when truckers and orchardists fur- 
nished the canners only with the left- 
over products which they were unable 
to sell. Now they raise the highest 
quality goods especially for the tan- 
ners, 

“The packers take great pains to get 
out attractive labels and packages and 
they guard the quality of their brands 
like they would a good name, for good 
names the brands are, and are there- 
fore, a valuable asset. Canners would 
never think of packing inferior stuff 
under their brands for it would be busi- 
ness suicide. You may open any can 
at random of a high class packer and 


you will find it the same as every 
other can,

At every election, state and national, 
thousands of traveling men are dis- 
franchised. And this is not because the 
travelers do not meet the specified re- 


through force of circumstances. 

The travelers’ occupation’ demands 
their absence from home for the great- 
er part of their time, and hence when 
election day rolls round they are like- 
ly to be hundreds, even thousands, of 
miles from their own voting precinct, 
and hence according to the election laws 
now prevailing that the voter can only 
cast his vote in person in the precinct 
or district of which he is a resident, a 
vast number of travelers are constant- 
ly finding themselves cut off from par- 
ticipation in important elections, both 
State and national. 

A movement: has been on foot for 
some time among travelers everywhere 
to find a remedy for this situation. 
While there are a number of compli- 


passage of such laws, there seems to 
be none that may not be finally over- 
come. In war time soldiers voted in 
state and municipal elections while 
they were in camp or on the battle- 
field in other states. Special provisions 
of this kind can now be made for trav- 
eling salesmen. The plan has been aug- 
gested of allowing travelers to cast 
their votes by mail from any point they 
might be at the time of the election. 

That the commercial travelers should 
be thus disfranchised is a glaring in- 
justice which should be speedily right- 
ed, for there is no class of voters more 
intelligent or more capable of using 
the franchise for the good of the coun- 
try.

THE COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 

The report™of the committee of New 
York travelers on their visit to Wash- 
ington on September 5, 1913, is as fol- 
lows: 

Written words will hardly convey to 
you the enthusiasm and seriousness 
with which our committee was received 
by some of the greatest and ablest men 
in this country. 

Our first visit was to Hon. Josephus 
Daniels, secretary of the navy. He gave 
up forty-five minutes of his valuable 
time, notwithstanding the fact that a 
score of people were waiting for an 
audience with him. 

His heart and soul is with us in this 
important movement of getting votes 
for the disfranchised traveling men and 
others whose vocations force them to 
be away from home during election 
time. He, of course, is principally .con- 
cerned in the votes for sailors, marines 
and soldiers, who liwe us, are deprived 
of their right to the ballot. He approves 
of the plan outlined by us which would 
enable us to cast our vote by mail from 
any point where we might be during 
election. However, he explained to us 
that in his present incumbrance of of- 
fice, he could not take any initiative, 
but that he would use all his influence 
to bring the question to an early issue 
and that he would surely enlist the in- 
fluence of the president and members 
of the cabinet. 

Not being quite sure if it was a mat- 
ter of the federal government or of 
state, he gave us a letter of introduc-

All his songs nowadays 
are sung in “prestissimo” and “stacca- 
to,” year, even in “furioso” time. 

But lunch hour comes to every man, 
and it was during this period that Mr. 
Edwards was persuaded to give some 
account of the crowded activities that 
go to make up a typical busy day with 
a shipping clerk, using his own experi- 
ence as an illustration. 

“At 6:30 a. m. I open the store,” said 
Mr. Edwards. ‘“‘The porters are already 
there when I arrive. The first thing I 
do igs to call up the merchandise brokers 
on the phone and buy what's needed for’ 
the day in the way of produce. I buy 
more generously of produce on Tues- 
days, Wednesdays and Thursdays than 
on any other days, so that by Friday 
all the goods purchased may be cleaned 
out. While I am talking to the brokers 
the porters are sweeping out. 

“At 7 o'clock the draymen show up 
and I send them off to the freight de- 
pots for incoming goods of less than 
earload lots. Carloads shipments are 
sent to the tracks under our building. 

“Sport Ramsaur, the shipping clerk for 
the city trade, comes in also at 7 o'clock. 
usually with this greeting, “Good morn- 
ing, how about Irish potatoes and cab- 
bage.” Sport already has his orders 
which have been turned in by the city 
salesmen the afternoon before and he 
begins at once the work of having the 
porters pile the goods on the platform 
for the city trade. 

“At about 7:30 o'clock Mr. 
arrives, chewing his cigar and inquir- 
ing, ‘Has the mail come?’ He then re- 
tires with the mail to the office up- 
stairs and o. k.’s the orders. From this 
time until 9:30 I am engaged in un- 
loading the carload shipments on the 
tracks downstairs. 

“Mr. Fain comes in about 8:30 with 
his usual morning greeting, ‘Boys. order 
the dopes.” When the dopes have been 
satisfactorily disposed of Mr. Fain goes

to the upstairs office to look over the 
collections. 
“Mr. Stamps then brings down the 


o, k.'4 orders and I see how much goods 
we happen to be out of and which will 
have to be purchased of other Atlanta 
jobbers. These I order and am ready 
to begin the shipping at 9:30. The por- 
ters are given a list of the Nght goods 
which are stored upstairs, such as pea- 
nuts, paper bags, pickles, ete. The por- 
ters are then instructed to get ready the 
stencils of the names of merchants to 
whom the goods are to be shipped. The - 
gcods are then placed in separate piles, 
properly marked and the drays take 
them to the depots. 

“Shipping then continues with a rush 
until 12 o'clock, which is lunch hour. 
At 12:30 both Sport and myself are 
back at the office and telephones are 
ringing, drays are arriving and depart- 
ing and the porters are keeping up a 
steady back and forth passage from the 
goods stored in the house to the plat- 
fcrm, and shipping is again in full swing 
and lasts until 5 o'clock, when the de- 
pots close. 

“From 6 o’clock until 6 I resume the 
work of unloading the cars downstairs 
and of clearing the platforms of the 
incoming goods that the drays have left 
during the day. At 6 o'clock the por- 
ters leave and from then until 6:30 and 
sometimes until 8, I am at work on the 
receiving books and o. k.ine orders. Then 
I am off, with nothing to do till to- 
morrow.”

Some complain that the mission- 
aries make but few conversions. It is 
a matte. of regret that progress is 
not more rapid, s»q yet that is no rea 
son why we should give up the task. 
The progress of Christianity in the 
United States is not as rapid as we 
would like to have it. More than half 
of the adult males of the United States 
do not attend any church, and that, 
foo, in a land where we see on every

A fourth objection is advanced by 
a few, namely, that our missiona-| 
ries may by their mistakes get us. 
into trouble with other nations. Ot| 
course, people are liable to make 
mistakes, whether they live abroad 
or at home. We all make mistakes, 
the non-Christian as well as the 
Christian, the layman as well as the 
preacher, and a minister may make 
mistakes in Asia as well as in the 
United States, but I am convinced 
that the good that the missionaries 
do far outweighs any harm that caa 
come from their mistakes. They 
make us more friends than enemies. 
The Americans who go into foreign 
lands to make money are much more 
apt to involve us in diplomatic con- 
troversies than ‘the missionaries who 
devote themselves to the uplifting of 
the people among whom they go. 

The last objection to which I shall 
refer is one that is now made with 
less frequency than formerly, name-, 
ly, that God is too mercifui to pun-| 
ish the heathen if they die without 
an opportunity to hear the Gospel 
and that, therefore, it is not nec- 
essary to carry the Gospel to them. | 
Some have even carried this argu- 
ment to the point of asserting that 
if the heathens are free from guilt 
until they have a chance to reject 
the Gospel, we endanger them when 
we put them in a position where 
they may reject it.

I am not going to attempt to set 


te limits to the mercy of the Almighty 
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or to interpret His plans respecting 
the heathen in the next world, but 
I have seen the heathen in this life, 
and I believe that we owe it to them, 
as a religious duty, to carry to them 
the Christian conception of life that 
they may have the benefit of it upon 
earth, no matter what the future 
may have for them. If Christ’s con- 
ception of life is worthy to be adopt- 
ed by us, it is worthy to be commu- 
nicated to people everywhere—and 
this service the missionaries are ren- 


dering. 

The missionaries, Protestant and 
Catholic, are to be found all over 
Asia. 


I found several departments of 
werk fully organized. The mission- 
aries are building churches aad in- 
creasing the number of congrega- 
tions; I attended church at several 
places and was impressed with the 
earnestness of the native Christians. 
Japan, it seems to me, furnishes a 
great field for missionary work and 
Korea is scarcely second to it. . In 
China the native Christians showed, 
during the Boxer trouble, a heroism 
which equalled that displayed by the 
early Christians. : 

The medical missionaries are in- 
creasing in number and they are 
doing a:very important work. The 
aid which they render is of a kind 
that challenges attention, and when 
natives know that the medical mis- 
sionary is actuated by love rather 
than by a desire for gain, they in- 
quire into the source of his love 
and the reason for its manifesta- 
tion.

The American college is also a 
potent influence for good. These 


schools spring up about the missiou- 
ary stations and are constantly grow- 
ing in attendance and in influence. 1 
followed an unbroken chain of them 
for some six thousand miles from the 
Pacific to the Mediterranean; IL 
looked into the faces of hundreds, 
yes thousands, of boys and girls 
taught by Americans or by teachers 
paid with American money, and 1 
rejoiced that, if our country could 
not boast that the sun never sets 
upon its possessions, it has a prouder 
boast, namely, that the sun never 
sets upon American philanthropy. 
Before the sun goes down on one 
center of civilization established by 
American money, it rises upon anoth- 
er, and the boundaries of these cen- 
ters of civilization are constantly 
enlarging: after a while the boun- 
daries will meet and when the Orient 
is redeemed, America will deserve a 
large share of credit. One cannot 
measure the far-reaching good that 


these schools are doing. Wheno we 
calculate the impress that a life can 
make upon a nation, and then re- 
member that thousands are instruct- 
ed in these schools and go out from 
them to touch the lives and hearts 
of the people of the Orient, who will 
attempt to estimate the total good 
done? Infinite opportunities open 
before each teacher and each one 
who contributes to the work has a 
part in the result.

I found that the Young Men’s 
Christian association and the Young 
Women’s Christian association have 
already gained a foothold in Asia. At 
Kagashima, Japan, I attended a meet- 
ing held under the auspices of the 
Young Women’s Christian associa- 
tion, and at a number of places 1 
was the guest of the Young Men’s 
Christian association. At the close 
of a Young. Men’s Christiana asso- 
ciation meeting in Allahabad, India, 
an Indian arose and asked me to 
assure the people of the United 
States that Christian ideals have 
made a deeper impression than the 
church membership in India would 
indicate. He expressed appreciation 
of the missionaries and tne teach- 
ers who had been sent to them, and 
complained only that the number 
was so small compared with the 
great population of India. 

It may not be out of place brief- 
ly to call atfention to the religions 
which our missionaries have to meet. 
If I had derived no other benefit 


from the trip I would consider the|' 


time well spent because of the ac- 
quaintance tnat it gave me with the 
religions and philosophies of the 
East. : 

If a tree is to be known by its 
truths, surely the fruits of Christian- 
ity justify its followers in claiming 
for it a vast superiority over other 
religions, whether we compare the 
doctrines taught or the general effect 
produced by the religions.

Take Mohammedanism for _ in- 
stance. It nas several merits. First, 


it rests upon a belief in one God— 
the Mohammedan has:as great faith 
in Jehovah as the Christian has. Sec- 
ond, it teaches prayer. The Moham- 
medan is as careful to observe the 
hour of prayer as is the Christian, 
if not more so. Five times a day 
he kneels, his face toward the Mece- 
ca, and supplicates his Creator. No 
matter where ‘he is, the prayer is on 
his lips. If he is traveling across 
the desert, he dismounts from his 
eamel and spreads his blanket upon 
the sand. There is something to re- 
spect in a religion that compels man

But the Mohammedan religion de- 
grades woman. In the mosque there 
is a place for men to kneel, but if 
the women enter at all they visit 
only the gallery, and there they are 
screened from the sight of men while 
they look down upon the worship- 
pers. At the age of twelve the girl 
is taken from the companionship of 
others, and after that she cannot go 
unveiled in the presence of men, ex- 
cept those of her own family. Among 
the followers of the Prophet society 
loses the inspiration of Wwoman’s 
presence and woman loses the ad- 
vantages of social intercourse. Chris- 
tianity, on the other hand, recog- 
nizes the woman’s rightful place is 
by. the side of the man; Christianity 
regards man and woman as equal 
cotenants of the home and as joint 
partners in the responsibilities ana 
joys of life.

Mohammedanism is propagated by 
force, while Christianity rests upon 
love and is spread by moral suasion. 
Dr. .Parkhurst once illustrated the 
difference between force and love by 
using a hammer to represent force. 
With it a chunk of ice could be brok- 
en into a thousand pieces, but each 
piece would still be ice. Love he 
likened to a ray of sunshine falling 
upon the ice; it would act slowly 
but surely, and in a little while thers 
would be no more ice. Love is the 
most potent influence in the world; 
it is the weapon for which there is 
no shield, and Christanity is mov- 
ing with irresistible force because 
love is the principle which underlies 
it. 

Buddhism is an agnostic religion. 
One of the Buddhist papers published 
in Burma urged the sending of del- 
egates to an international agnostic 
congress, A Buddhist monk, in 
enumerating the advantages of Budd- 
hism, told me that one.did not have 
to believe anything to be a Buddhist. 
It is a reformation of Hinduism. 
Buddha taught that one could ‘‘es- 
cape from the wheel’’—from the end- 
less round of existence, by absorp- 
tion into the spirit of the universe. 
Arnold has described it as “the dew- 
drop melting into the sea.’”” To the 
Buddhist, life is a calamity from 
which escape is to be sought in the 
loss of individuality; Christianity re- 
gards life as an opportunity to be 
crowned at its close with still high- 
er existence, :

The Buddhist believes that if one 
has done evil through an indefinite 
number of lives, he can turn over a 
new leaf and finally,: through an in- 


definite number of existences, do 
enough good to overcome the evil; 
the Christian believes that through 
repentance past sins can be blotted 
out, and the new life commenced at 
once. No wonder that a Japanese 
in contrasting Buddhism with Chris- 
tianity said that the former looked 
down while the latter looked up.

I was more disappointed in Confu- 
cianism than in either Mohammedan- 
ism or Buddhism, for I had been led 
to form a higher opinion of the phil- 
osophy of the Chinese sage. I had 
not read much that Confucius had 
said, although I had read tributes to 
his wisdom, but the more I read of 
his utterances, the more my admira- 
tion for him diminished. ,I have 
wondered whether some have not 
magnified his teachings in order to 
find in them justification for the re- 
jection of the teachings of the Naza- 
rene. The golden rule of Confucius 
reads “Do not unto others as you 
would not have others do unto you.” 
The golden rule of Christ is, ‘Do 
unto others as you would have oth- 
ers do unto you.” There is a wide 
difference between the two; one ig 
negative and the other positive; one 
enjoins a life of negative harmless- 
ness, while the other commands a 
life of positive helpfulness, You 
could stand by a stream and watch a 
neighbor fall in.and drown, and it 
you did not push him in you need 
not pull him out; and yet you would 
not violate the negative form of the 
rule, but you would violate the pos- 
itive form of the rule. 

The Chinaman, following the doc- 
trine of Confucius, does not regard 
it as a duty to help others, but the 
streams of Christian benevolence gir- 
dle the globe.

A follower of Confucius asked him 
if there was any one word that would 
cover all the relations of society, and 
he answered, ‘Is not reciprocity such 
a word?’ Reciprocity? That is a 
balancing of benefits; if a person 
does you a favor, do him a favor, 
and do him about as much of a fa- 
vor as he does you—keep even. It is 
the calculating selfishness upon 
which the materialist would build a 
morality. According to the philoso- 
phy of Confucius, we should meas- 
ure our service to others by the sery- 


ice that others have rendered us; 
but Christ teaches ys to measure our 
service, not by the service that has 
been rendered, or by the service 
that may be rendered, or by the 
service than can be rendered, but 
by the need of those unto whom we 
minister.

HE other day The Daily Jour- 

l nal told about Kansas’ famous 

“one-man railroad,” built en- 
tirely by a lone man. ‘Now, today, 
we have unearthed the ‘‘one-woman 
railroad.” The owner of this one- 
woman railroad is Mrs. Cora B. Wil- 
liams, of Atlanta, Ga. 

Mrs. Williams is the only known 
woman in the world who owns and 
runs a railroad, It’s the Georgia, 
Florida and Alabama, which runs for 
200 miles through a rich region of 
cotton, timber and naval stores. 

The death of her husband, Captain 
J. P. Williams, has just left Mrs. Wil- 
liams in possession of this property, 
with alf its trains, stations, shops, 
terminals and docks, and a steamship 
line, besides. She owns all of its 
$2,000,000 of bonds and 90 per cent 
of the stock, together with 250,0v0 
acres of land and other interests that 
bring her fortune up to over $10,- 
000,000. 

And there isn’t any doubt about 
her being able to run it. During the 
several years of her husband’s illness 
before his death she consulted with 
him on ail matters of finance and 
management, and toward the end was 
practically in control of the railroad 
system herself. Now it is expected 


that the board of directors will elect

TLANTA has enough women 
who sing to supply voices for 
every opera under the sun. 

To be more * explicit, Atlanta 
women who have stood the test of 
critical audiences, could be formed 
into an opera company that need ex- 
dude nothing from its repertoire, 
provided the necessary male voices 
could be found. 

The only thing out of place would 
be the lack of drarnatie training. In 
many cases this is being supplied, 
and, as a matter of fact an Atlanta 
musician is planning the orgnization 
of a company that actually will pro- 
duce operas. X 

To form such acompany musicians 
say there should be at least six dis- 
tinct voices, and more than one 
singer for several of the parts, as 
in the opera Tannhauser where the 
voices of Elizabeth and Venus ate 
very similar. 

There must be a high dramatic 
soprano, like that of Madame Gadski, 
to take such parts as Venus in Tann- 


hauser; Aida in Aida; Leonora in 
Beethoven's Fidelia or Santuzza in 
Cavalleria Rusticana, all of which 
are familiar to Atlantians, except 
possibly the Beethoven opera.

Thus did the active Balkan lid 
biow off again, necessitating of 
course yet another conference to 
clamp it on in the position of sta- 
bility which European politics de-) 
mands of it.. This bas been the.

tinople. :

Some of the Atlanta women who

Opera and concert managers gener- 
ally admit that so many foreign sing- 
ers are appearing in America simply 
for economic reasons. It is an estab 
lished fact that the average American 
audience will pay more to hear an ar 


tist from across the seas than one 
bred at home. Which leaves the man 
agers, who of course must profit finan- 
cially as in any other business, with 
no choice whatever. The people “as a 
rule simply won’t listen to American 
artists, 

The consequence is that some of the 
greatest American singers have been 
forced to go abroad to get experience 
and reportory that could have been 
obtained at home. Many American 
girls are oyercoming their faults that 
prevent them singing‘ in New York, 
Boston or Atlanta, by appearing before 
long-suffering _ audiences in Italy, 
France or Germany, while equally as 
bad artists from those countries are 
being tolerated here. 

That is one thing the opera company 
of Atlanta women who sing will try to 
demonstrate. It is pointed otit by 
musicians that the finishing process 
in vocalism can be obtained in 


America as easily as abroad. 
It may remain for Atlanta women 
who sing to prove this to the satisfac- 
on of American audiences.

nized. Possibly not one of those who re- 
peated the tale had a malicious meaning, 
but the story grew in the telling, and the 
individual color given by each gossip

you is directed in the right way it leads 
te philanthropy, to helpful offices of all 
kinds, to the friendliness that helps make 
the earth more like the garden of the Lord 
than it would be without the exercise of 
these qualities. 

We should be in a bad way if we could 
cut out of our makeup an interest in the 
daily lives of those who surround us. Only 
when this interest is mixed with malice or 
with a lack of charity does it become a 
menace to ourselves and to the community.

To my mind the first step to be taken 
towards modifying gossip is the acquisi- 
tion of a more abundant charity.

But so long as poor human nature remains 
human we require helps of other sorts, and 
one of the best of these is a common inter- 
est on which a neighborhood can unite and 
divert attention from individual short-

a pedestal and condemn the habits of thogs 
about you, but that you are to seek out 
what you yourself can do to broaden and 
brighten the pursuits of those with whom 
you live.

Done by Village Women. 


Here are some of the things I myself 
have seen done by women in small places: 

A llbrary started. This was done bya 
teacher whose health had forced her to re- 
turn to a little country home, and who se 
cured one of the traveling libraries ang 
kept it in her own sitting room. It served 
as a nucleus for something larger, and 
now has a home of its own, 


A sewing class among factory girls. One 
of the heads of departments began this to 
help two girls who were getting their wed- 
ding clothes ready, and the work grew, 

A working girls’ club. This started as, 
social club and developed into an aid go- 
ciety as well, organizing a camp for work. 
ing girls’ summer rest. 


Three viliage improvement societies 
formed in different localities and all work. 
ing for better conditions, clean streets, im- 
proved sanitation, and higher standard 
morals. 


I could tell of more, but these Will serve 
as a sample of what may be done insmall 
places without outside influence, where 
earnest women did the next thing and made 
a@ success of it. Gossip may not have been 
eliminated from any of these towns and 
villages, but it has been wonderfully 
lessened, and the new interests introduced 
by these organizations are bound to grow 
and to choke scandal mongering sooner or 
later. Try one of them and see. And if 
others of you can report similar efforts for 
the help of the rest of us, will you notdo 
so and let us print them here where we cap 
all learn from them?

Putting Baby to Sleep. 

“Will you tell me how to get my baby 
into regular habits of sleeping? He has been 
spoiled by the nurse who took charge of 
him and of me during the first month of his 
life and now he screams and cries when 
laid in his cradle and will not be quiet until 
I take him up and rock him in my arms. It 
breaks my heart to hear his cries, and Iam 
afraid he will hurt himself. How can I get 
-im to the point where he will go to sleep 
in his bed?

The only way is to be firm about it and let 
him cry it out. This sounds hard hearted, 
sut the screams hurt you a great deal more 
than they do him. If he is a sound and 
healthy baby—and on this your doctor can 
inform you—the lung exercise will not in- 
jure him and after he has tried it a few 
times he will learn that crying does no good 
and will reconcile himself to circumstances. 
Be sure that he is entirely comfortable so 
far as clothing is concerned, that he is not 
hungry or in pain, lay him in his cradle in 
« quiet corner and let him alone. If he 
cries a long while come in and change his 
position and make sure that he is ail right, 
and then leave him alone. You will save 
him and yourself trouble and discomfort by

Recipe for Grape Wine. 

“Will you kindly print in the Helping 
Hand a recipe for making grape wine and 
one for grape juice, preferably the latter, 
although I would appreciate the former. 
Also can you tell me how to can pineapples; 
whether they should be cooked, the lenzth 
of time, etc. Mre. W. H. H.” 


The recipe for grape juice has just been 
given. 


GRAPE WINE—Put the grapes, stems 
and all, into an open cask and mash them. 
Strain through a beg, pressing this to get 
out all the juice. To each quart of the juice 
allow half a pound of whité sugar and put 
juice and sugar in a clean cask to ferment, 
covering the top or the bung hole with a 


piece of netting or cheese cloth. Let the 
juice and sugar ferment for three or four 
weeks, until it is clear and still, pour itof 
carefully, bottle it and seal. While the 
grape wine is fermenting it should be stirred 
up from the bottom frequently. 
CANNED PINEAPPLE—Peel the fruit, 


cutting out the eyes, pick the fruit 0 5 


pieces with a silver fork, holding in theleft 
hand the stem with a cloth wrapped about 


“it to protect your hand. Tear off all the 


fruit you can, leaving the core on the stem. 
Allow ten ounces of sugar to each poundot 
pineapple, put over the fire, and cook from 
ten to fifteen minutes. When the fruit 
ready to can it should be clear. Turn into 
glass jars that have been rinsed out in hot 
water, putting the fruit in boiling hot and 
seal at once.

If your figure is spoiled by having 
flabby thighs and legs, start right away 
to make the muscles of these parts 
finmm and solid.

Maintain an erect 
position. It is important in all exercises 
that the head be held in an erect po- 
sition. Twenty-three pounds is the 
average weight of the head, and it is 
therefore necessary to have it poised 
properly if one is to have proper bal- 
ance. 

Hold the feet together and extend 
the toes so that the muscles of the 
legs are rigid. Now raise the legs 
until they are at right angle to the 
body. Having assumed this position, 
raise the body from the table until it is 
supported by the hands. This is one 
of the most efficacious exercises for the 
thighs. Hold t! position long enough 
to prove to yourself that you a@re mas- 
ter of the situation. 

How many girls and women can jump 
from a height in a graceful’ manner 
and without injuring themselves? I am 
sure that not many of you can do so 
now, but after practicing the directions 
I am about to give you will be able to 
jump from an umnbelievable distance. 
This exercise will not only teach grace 
and agility, but it will reduce the weight 
generally. 

You can use an ordinary ladder. It 
is preferable to begin at the bottom of 
the ladder and work up.

While jumping the body should be 
held well forward, and though you will 
alight on your toes, the heels should 
be rather close to the ground, so that 
there will be a spring and the weight 
will be divided,

sary that good blood pass through them, 
and to have good blood it is necessary 


to have proper circulation. Daily exer- 
cise will give both.

“In addition to this, and most im-

}fact that Washington, being the capi- 
tal city, would afford the best field 
for a demonstration of municipal own-
